The proposed Faculty Center 
will be a meeting place for the 
faculty for dining, recreation, 
and general relaxation said 
|Heber W. Younken Jr., Dean of 


the College of Pharmacy. The 
Center can be used for varied 
purposes from entertaining 
guests to holding sp 1 eon- 
ferences. There will not be any 
housing accomodations for 
guests, as was hoped. 


The original plan has been re- 
duced in area, not changed, 
Dean Younken said. Because of 
available funds, the size of the 
building has been reduced from 
about 9000 to 7000 square feet.

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Committee Actior Should | 


Precipitate Honor System 


The student-faculty committee on examinations 
deserves credit for approaching the cheating issue 
so quickly and capably. 

The committee’s immediate work in issuing 
their recommendations may be attributed to the 
major cheating episode of the last exam period 
It is unfortunate that it took something of this di- 
mension to spur action, but the committee has acted 
quickly enough to implement their suggestions be- | 
fore the next exam period. 

A clause concerning the importance of faculty 
members maintaining tight security over their exams 
is included and unfortunately is necessary. Professors 
should be encouraged not to give the same exams 
year after year. It is hoped that they will not ad- 
minister the same tests during the semester to dif- 
ferent sections of the same course. 


We foresee a day when the students will insti- 
tute an honor system similar to that used by many 
other universities. The responsibility should lie with 
the student since his education and his future are 
at stake. Only with an honor system could the stu- 
dent be forced to meet his responsibility, since he 
would be in charge of instituting and enforcing such 
a program, It is the only workable solution to this 
problem, which is rearing its ugly head on campuses 
all over the nation. 
























In the meantime we hope that immediate action 
will be taken to implement the committee’s recom- 
mendations. They are far too important to be al- 
lowed to become lost in the mass of suggestions 
turned out by the various committees on campus. 
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Dear Editor, 

It is obvious to me that Mr. 
Bradley did not know the facts 
about the new gym when he 
wrote his letter to the BEACON 
last week. The gym (actually a 
field house) he speaks of is pro- 
jected for at least five years in 
the future, if not more, when 
there will be a student popula- 
tion of eight to ten thousand, and 
not for the immediate future. 
This field house is not an entity 
in itself but a part of a much 
larger program to expand and 
upgrade the physical education, 
recreation, und athletics at 
U.R.L, something which is sore- 
ly needed. 


The first part of the plan is 
devoted almost exclusivly to up- 
grading the physical education 
and recreation programs for the 
benefit of the entire student 
body. The present facilities are 
already overcrowded and phys- 
ical education cannot be effec- 
lively taught when each instruc- 
tor has as many as eighty mem- 
bers per class. This is cheating 
the student, Eventually Keaney 
Gym, which will be expanded, 
and all the fields presently sur- 
rounding it will be devoted en- 
tirely to the student physical 
education and recreation pro- 
grams at URI. 


In conjunction with this ex- 
pansion of the physical educa- 
tion facilities and program, a 
new field house will be needed to 
house athletics and the under 
graduate and graduate physical 
education majors programs. 1 
would remind Mr. Bradley that 
the people participating in these 
Programs and athletics are a 
part of the student body also.

advisor, says the poor relation- 
ship between foreign and Amer:

Mr. Suddard in an interview 
this week said that the problem 
results not fram prejudice, but 
from obvious cultural differenc- 
es, He said that it is true that) 
many foreign students who 
choose URI do so because they 
themselves are not socially con- 
scious. Otherwise, Mr. Suddard | 
said, many of them would be 
attending schools in the larger 
cities: 
Mr. Suddard said that steps 
are being taken to promote bet- 
fer relations. The University, he 
said, maintains all All Nations 
Club to which all foreign stu- 
dents belong. The club is open, 
however, to any University stu- 
dent and membership is strong 
ly encouraged, | 
To better acquaint the foreign 
student with the English Jan- 
age and the American way of | 
niversity law requires that 
all undergraduate students liye 
in dormitories for the first three 
years af study. In addition, it is | 
Mr. Suddard’s job to assist for-| 
eign students in their adjust: 
ment to the community and to 
their academic program. A host- | 
family program has been estab-| 
lished. This program insures | 
that each student has a home to 
which he may go for meals or 
entertainment | 

















Approximately half of the 152) 
foreign students now attending 
the Unive are from Asia. | 


They represent the countries of | 
Thailand, Pakistan, India, Ja-| 
pan, the Philippines, and Korea, | 
Mr. Suddard explained that | 
most of these students are from 
India, because the country has a 
large population and because 
the United States is especially | 
concerned with India, the} 
world's largest developing de- | 
mocracy, “As India goes,"’ quot 
ed Mr. Suddard, “so gozs Asia.” 

The school recruits foreign 
students, Mr. Suddard said, Al. | 
though he feels that bringing} 
foreign studénts to the United 
States promotes understanding, 
Mr. Suddard sald that there ts a/ 
danger of what be called “brain | 
drain.”

Mr. Suddard referred to the 
number of students who stay in 
the United States. He said, how- 
ever, that he feels that approxi. 
mately 9 per cent of all foreign 
students who study in the United 
States do return to their native 
land after completion of their 
studies. Those students who 
wish to extend their visit are al- 
lowed to do so by participating 
in 18 months of practical train- 
ing after graduation or comple- 
tion of their studies. Eighteen 
foreign students are now enroll- 
ed in such training

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In last week’s Beacon, David Bradley wrote a 
letter to the editor saying that he was against the 
proposed building of a new gymnasium. This letter 
can be summed up in three points. 

First he asks “what the purpose of another 
gymnasium could posibly be at URI.” His second 
point states that even though the new physical edu- 
cation complex will provide facilities for a hockey 
team and a swimming team we should not have these 
teams because mone of our varsity sports, except 
basketball, “is a consistant winner’. 

Bradley's third contention is that since the Uni- 
versity “cannot afford to complete the new fine arts 
center” there is obviously no money for, as he put 
it, “a white elephant of a gym”. 

If Bradley had enough interest in the topic of his 
letter to fine out where the funds were coming from, 
he only had to read March 30's Meshwork. fs 

In that column, 1 stated that the new Physical 
Education, Intramural and Recreation Building was 
going to be paid for in a variety of ways. The big- 
gest portion of the money would be allociited to URIs 
athletic department by the voters of Rhode Island. 

A 2.5 million dollar bond issue is in the Rhode 
Island legislature now. It is labeled specifically for 
use by the athletic department, It is hoped that the 
bond issue will be voted on in next November's 
elections. 


- This money will pay for an 18-hole champion- 
ship golf course and an ice skating rink as well as 
the gym building. 


The golf course and skating rink are then ex- 
pected to be more than self-sufficient. They will pay 
for any more planned improvements. Summer resi- 
dents of the area will pay green fees for the use of 
the golf course, and the ice skating rink will be charg- 
ing fees. 

‘The most important purposes of the new gym are 
obvious, It is being built in order to have more room — 
for both the girls’ and the boys’ physical education 
programs. Keaney is barely big enough to serve all 
the boys now and in a few years it will not be nearly 
large enough. Rodman is much too small for the 
girls gym and they need more space. $ 

The new building is also needed for the new 
masters program in physical education. The new 
building will also include facilities for archery, fene=_ 
ing, gymnastics, handball and squash, 

There are quite a few notable exceptions t 
Bradley's generalization that no “varsity sport at 
URI is consistant winner.” The golf team won the — 
Yankee Conference championship last yedr and 
in 1963. They are optismistic for repeating the per 
formance this year, 

‘The track team and cross country team have 
been no lower than second, except for one third 
place finish in the Yankee Conference, since 1963. 
In that year the cross country team finished secon! 
in YC competition and the track team finished third, 
five points behind the sevond place University of 
Mapachusetts. 

Two yeurs ago, in 1964, the indoor and oul 
door track squad both finished second and the cross 
country club won the YC championship. Last fall 
the cross country runners took seeond in the YO 
championships. Last season the indoor track warm 
finish first but the outdoor squad was second 12 
UMass by ten points. This past indoor season ended 
with UMass first and Rhody second by six and one 
half points, 7 ; 

The track team has no facilities for an indoor 
Meet and the outdoor track is soft and in desperate 
need of reconditioning, This new complex of gy 
buildings will give our championship truck jam — 
what it deserves,
